Increase Of Over 2 ,8 00,000 
Votes Seen During Election 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 22 UP-De- 
spite widespread reports of voter 
apathy, state election and party of- 
ificials look for a probable vote on 
¡Nov. 2 of around 45,115,000, an in­ 
crease of 2,800,000 over the pre­ 
vious record for a midterm elec­ 
tion, in 1950. 
These same officials estimated 
for the Associated Press that 74,- 
879,146 persons are eligible to vote 
[for congressional and state candi- 
; dates this year. 'This also is a rec- 
|ord for a nonpresidential election 
year, being 4,924,668 higher than 
the 1950 qualified voter total, the 
last top. 
It is normal, however, for both 
registrations and the vote to climb 
from one midterm to the nex t be­ 
cause of the growth in “ potential” 
voter population. 
The Census Bureau 
estimates 
the nation’s vgte potential — civil­ 
ians 21 years of age and over — 
■ has climbed 3,200,000 since 1950 to 
1100,223,000. This is ex clusive of an 
estimated 2,500,000 persons over 21 
in the armed forces,

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22 UB-De 
spite widespread reports of voter 
apathy, state election and party of­ 
ficials look for a probable vote on 
Nov. 2 of around 45,115,000, an in­ 
crease of 2.800,000 over the pre­ 
vious record for a m idterm elec­ 
tion. in 1950. 
These sam e officials estim ated 
for the Associated Press that 74,- 
879.146 persons are eligible to vote 
for congressional and state candi­ 
dates this year. This also is a rec­ 
ord for a nonpresidential election 
year, being 4,924.668 higher than 
the 1950 qualified voter total, the 
last top. 
It is normal, however, for both 
registrations and the vote to climb 
from one m idterm to the next be­ 
cause of the growth in “ potential” 
voter population. 
The Census 
Bureau estim ates 
the nation’s vgte potential — civil­ 
ians 21 years of age and over — 
has climbed 3.200.000 since 1950 to 
100.223,000. This is exclusive of an 
estimated 2.500.000 persons over 21 
in the arm ed forces. 
But it is interesting to note, in 
view of reports that voters gen­ 


erally are not excited over upcom­ 
ing contests, that the 1954 probable 
vote estim ate is around 60 per cent 
of the n u m b e r estimated to be 
qualified to cast ballots, the same 
ratio as in 1950. 
Both parties are plugging for a 
large vote Nov. 2 on the theory 
that a full turnout will help their 
cause.

The auto mo bile industry , which has nev er in the 
past failed to pro duce sensatio nally new designs when 
the sales department gav e the signal, has lo st no ne 
o f its technique. Assembly lines are humming as they 
are speeded up in pro ductio n o f 19 5 5 mo dels, so me o f 
which wo uld break do wn the sales resistance o f the 
mo st o bdurate pro spect. 
The auto mo bile industry will pro duce mo re than 
5 ,000,000 passenger' cars this y ear, do wn perhaps a 
millio n fro m the all-time peak in sales achiev ed in the 
immediate po stwar y ears, after the facto ries had been 
o ut o f pro ductio n fo r fo ur y ears. 
But the industry no w is geared—as a result o f 
effo rts to meet demand in the 19 46 -5 1 y ears—to a 
higher lev el o f pro ductio n than ev er, and no w is in 
the po sitio n o f being able to make mo re cars if the 
sales depibrtments can mo v e them. This resulted in 
rev o lutio nary changes in appearance and mechanical 
design o f many makes. Altho ugh the number o f manu­ 
facturers is smaller than ev er, there is intense co m­ 
petitio n amo ng manufacturers, and as lo ng as co m­ 
petitio n ex ists in the industry American auto mo biles 
will co ntinue to appear y ear by y ear in mo dels as new 
as to mo rro w’s dew. 
Drastic changes In the new mo dels resulted in 
lo nger shutdo wns fo r changeo v ers in the case o f so me 
facto ries than had o ccurred in 15 y ears. This gav e 
dealers an o ppo rtunity to mo v e o ut remaining sto cks 
o f 19 5 4'mo dels, so , that sto cks o f new cars no w are 
co nsiderably lo wer than was the case a y ear ago .

A No tio n T h at F ailed 


The theory that a con gression al election could be won 
by photographs of Republican can didates for Con gress to­ 
gether with Presiden t Eisen hower has produced n o practi­ 
cal results. Nobody cares about these particular photo- 
|craphs as lon g as they can get some of Marilyn Mon roe 
"an d similar ladies. The photographs, so avidly sought an d 
so widely advertised, are playin g n o part in this campaign . 
It is an axiom in politics that n o man can tran sfer his per­ 
son al popularity to an y other man . 
So the theory that a con gression al campaign could be 
fought without issues, without debate, without attacks an d 
coun ter-attacks has also dissipated itself in to n othin g. A 
tepid campaign can produce on ly tepid reaction s. Those 
who con ceived the ide^ of a light discussion about n othin g 
by gen tlemen with the amen ities of a gen tleman ’s club bar 
did n ot un derstan d the temper of the American people. 


The campaign !s gettiag nasty . It will be v ery 
nasty in Its last week because candidates are getting 
desperate. Irv ing Iv e’s accusatio ns against Av erell 
Harriman, candidates fo r go v erno r o f New Yo rk, are a 
respo nse to the insistence fo r a fighting campaign. 
They ail want to be elected but to o many Americans 
do no t want to v o te. Why bo ther if the candidates do 
no t bo ther to fight it o ut, as the fashio n has alway s 
been in this co unrty ? If the nice gentlemen who wish 
to keep the campaign gentle and refined are dis­ 
tressed by the dev elo pments in New J ersey , they hav e 
no t y et seen the wo rst in New Yo rk o r Co nnecticut o r 
Califo rnia. If a gubernato rial co ntest in Arkansas be­ 
co mes a series o f accusatio ns, it is no thing co mpared to 
the raising o f the Dix o n-Yates issue as a basic cam­ 
paign argument. 


The Presiden t fin ally made an appeal for a Republican 
Con gress an d in that he was right. But the surprisin g fact 
was th^t Harry Truman should have opposed that con cept 
of what* is good for America. It was Harry Truman who 
con ducted a campaign all over the coun try about the 80th 
Con gress, the Do-Nothin g Con gress, The 80th Con gress 
was a Republican Con gress durin g the Truman admin i­ 
stration . It was un der the leadership of Robert A. Taft. 
It was an embarrassmen t an d a harassmen t for Presi­ 
den t Truman . 
He kn ows that it is tough on a presiden t to have a Con ­ 
gress of the opposite party. Presiden t Eisen hower should 
have kn own that, too. He should have kn own it because he 
is the leader of a political party. It is his busin ess to kn ow 
how American politics operate.

Senato r J o hn McClellan will 
head the McCarthy Co mmittee and his co unsel will bo 
Ro bert Kennedy who se ambitio n it is no t to be o v er­ 
shado wed by a famo us father and a distinguished 
bro ther. The J udiciary Co mmittee, which sho uld hav e 
go ne to Pat McCarran, will no w go to Senato r Harley 
Kilgo re o f West Virginia, a so -called liberal and a Re­ 
publican hater. He may also head the present J enner 
Co mmittee, altho ugh that sho uld go to Senato r J ames 
O. Eastland o f Mississippi. Senato r Estes Kefauv er will 
M be back, reinfo rced by a large v o te in Tennessee, and 
w no w a candidate fo r the Demo cratic no minatio n fo r 
president. He co uld use the nex t two y ears to adv an­ 
tage. 


If Presiden t Eisen hower thin ks he had troubles with 
Joe McCarthy, he has seen n othin g yet. The Democrats are 
out to win in 19 56 an d their slogan is that the Republican s 
do n ot kn ow how to run a govern men t. If they gain con trol 
of the Con gress, they will try to prove that an d they wull 
go in to the past two years with a fin e comb. It could be 
very un pleasan t. 
To blame:,The fin e gen tlemen in Presiden t Eisen how- 
e r'i en tourage who believe that politics in the Un ited States 
are n asty an d un fit for gen tlemen . If the voters agree with 
them, they will have ample opportun ity to stay away from 
what is n asty an d dirty. 
But this is also true: It is best for the coun try when 
a presiden t an d Con gress are of on e party.

^Detroit Pulls Rabbits 
Out Of The Hat Again 


Detroit—headquarters of the Big Three in the 
auto industry—is pulling rabbits out of the hat again, 
and those who have been permitted glimpses of its 
latest creations of automotive magic become rhapsodi­ 
cal in their descriptions of what has been achieved. 
The automobile industry, which has never in the 
past failed to produce sensationally new designs when 
the sales department gave the signal, has lost none 
of its technique. Assembly lines are humming as they 
are speeded up in production of 1955 models, some of 
which would break down the sales resistance of the 
most obdurate prospect. 
The automobile industry will produce more than 
5,000,000 passenger* cars this year, down perhaps a 
million from the all-time peak in sales achieved in the 
immediate postwar years, after the factories had been 
out of production for four years. 
But the industry now is geared—as a result of 
efforts to meet demand in the 1946-51 years— to a 
higher level of production than ever, and now is in 
the position of being able to make more cars if the 
sales departments can move them. This resulted in 
revolutionary changes in appearance and mechanical 
design of many makes. Although the number of manu­ 
facturers is smaller than ever, there is intense com­ 
petition among manufacturers, and as long as com­ 
petition exists in the industry American automobiles 
will continue to appear year by year in models as new 
as tomorrow s dew. 
Drastic changes in the new models resulted in 
longer shutdowns for changeovers in the case of some 
factories than had occurred in 15 years. This gave 
dealers an opportunity to move out remaining stocks 
of 1954' models, so that stocks of new cars now are 
considerably lower than was the case a year ago.

A Notion That Failed 


The theory that a congressional election could be won 
by photographs of Republican candidates for Congress to­ 
gether with President Eisenhower has produced no practi­ 
cal results. Nobody cares about these particular photo­ 
g r a p h s as long as they can get some of Marilyn Monroe 
^and .similar ladies. The photographs, so avidly sought and 
so widely advertised, are playing no part in this campaign. 
It is an axiom in politics that no man can transfer his per­ 
sonal popularity to any other man. 
So the theory that a congressional campaign could be 
fought without issues, without debate, without attacks and 
counter-attacks has also dissipated itself into nothing. A 
tepid campaign can produce only tepid reactions. Those 
who conceived the idea of a light discussion about nothing 
by gentlemen with the amenities of a gentleman s club bar 
did not understand the temper of the American people. 


The campaign Is getting nasty. It will be very 
nasty in its last week because candidates are getting 
desperate. Irving Ive‘s accusations against Avercll 
Harriman, candidates for governor of New York, are a 
response to the insistence for a fighting campaign. 
They all want to be elected but too many Americana 
do not want to vote. Why bother if the candidates do 
not bother to fight it out, as the fashion has always 
been in this counrty? If the nice gentlemen who wish 
to keep the campaign gentle and refined are dis­ 
tressed by the developments in New Jersey, they have 
not yet seen the worst in New York or Connecticut or 
California. If a gubernatorial contest in Arkansas be­ 
comes a series of aceusations. it is nothing compared to 
the raising of the Dixon-Yatea issue as a basic cam­ 
paign argument. 


The President finally made an appeal for a Republican 
Congress and in that he was right. But the surprising fact 
was th$t Harry Truman should have opposed that concept 
of what* is good for America. It was Harry Truman who 
conducted a campaign all over the country about the 80th 
Congress, the Do-Nothing Congress. The 80th Congress 
was a Republican Congress during the Truman admini­ 
stration. It was under the leadership of Robert A. Taft. 
It was an em barrassm ent and a harassm ent for Presi­ 
dent Truman. 
He knows that it is tough on a president to have a Con­ 
gress of the opposite party. President Eisenhower should 
have known that, too. He should have known it because he 
is the leader of a political party. It is his business to know 
how American politics operate. He should have recalled 
the unfortunate experience of President Herbert Hoover 
whose career as president was wrecked by an antagonistic 
Congress. 


Those who advised President Eisenhower not to 
fight for a Republican Congress, not to fight hard, mis­ 
led him. If the Republicans lose either House or both 
of them, his next two years will be very tough: The 
congressional committees will be chaired by Demo­ 
crats and they will use the next two years to build cam­ 
paign material for 1956. Senator John McClellan will 
head the McCarthy Committee and his counsel will be 
Robert Kennedy whose ambition it is not to be over­ 
shadowed by a famous father and a distinguished 
brother. The Judiciary Committee, which should have 
gone to Pat McCarran, will now go to Senator Harley 
Kilgore of Hest Virginia, a so-called liberal and a Re­ 
publican hater. He may also head the present Jenner 
Committee, although that should go to Senator James 
O. Eastland of Mississippi. Senator Estes Kefauver will 
m be back, reinforced by a large vote in Tennessee, and 
w now a candidate for the Democratic nomination for 
president. Hr could use the next two years to advan­ 
tage. 


If President Eisenhower thinks he had troubles with 
Joe McCarthy, he has seen nothing yet. The Democrats are 
out to win in 1956 and their slogan is that the Republicans 
do not know how to run a government. If they gain control 
of the Congress, they will try to prove that and they will 
go into the past two years with a fine com b.'It could be 
very unpleasant. 
To blam e:,The fine gentlemen in President Eisenhow­ 
e r’* entourage who believe that politics in the United States 
are nasty and unfit for gentlemen, If the voters agree with 
them, they will have ample opportunity to stay away from 
what is nasty and dirty. 
But this is also true: It is best for the country when 
a president and Congress are of one party.

WASHINGTON — A significant 
backstage hassle has developed 
over the right to entertain—and 
be photographed with—William V.

Climax of the hassle is an invi­ 
tation to President Tubman from 
Governor Dewey calculated to keep 
him away from Hyde Park and the 
laying of a wreath on Roosevelt’s 
tomb.

Democrat Unemployment Propaganda The Bunk 


WASHINGTON—There’s a lot of 
bunkum being handed the Ameri­ 
can people today by speakers on 
the Democratic side, starting with 
former President Trum an—partic­ 
ularly the idea that the Republi­ 
cans haven’t handled the unem­ 
ployment problem the way they 
should. 
The record, h o w le r, of unem­ 
ployment figures since the turn 
of the centurj shows that the Dem­ 
ocratic Administrations have never 
been able to produce high employ­ 
ment except by going to war. 
It was World Wax II which saved 
the Roosevelt Administration from 
the worst record of unemployment 
the nation has ever experienced, 
and it was the Korean War which 
saved the Trum an Administration 
as well. 
Back in 1949, when the nation 
suffered a recession quite compan­ 
able to the one experienced earlier 
this year, there were 3.800.000 per­ 
sons out of work as compared with 
3,100,000 this year. But Mr. Tru­ 
man, 
who 
was 
President thv n, 
wasn’t calling it a calam ity nor 
advocating the unsound m easures 
which he and his associates in the 
Democratic Party have been urg­ 
ing lately. Here is what Mr. Tru­ 
man had to say in his m idyear 
economic report of July 1949: 
“The num ber of unemployed in 
June was 3.8 million, and acute un- 
ployment problems have developed 
in certain localities . . . the decline 
in industrial production was rapid, 
and by June had reached 13 per 
cent below last fall’s peak . . , 
farm income wa* about 8 per cent 
below the first half of 19**8.”
